The  North  Wilts.  Water  Board,  finally  took  over  the 
adninistra tion  of  the  Councils  Water  Underthkinn  on  the 
1st  October,  1962  and  decided  that  the  appointment  of  a 
Medical  Officer  to  the  Board  uas  not  required. 

The  Chief  Medical  Officer  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
stated  in  his  Annual  Report  for  1957  that  Water  Undertakings 
should  ensure  that  they  have  access  to  competent  medical 
advioe  at  all  tines.  The  Water  Board  also  requires  advice 
on  the  medical  fitness  of  new  employees  and  whether  those 
employed  in  intir'ate  contact  with  water  sources  are  free 
from  intestinal  infection.  It  was  considered  advisable 
therefore  to  convene  a meeting  between  the  Clerk  and  Engineer 
of  the  North  Wilts.  Water  Board,  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
of  the  adjoining  districts  within  the  area  of  supply  of  the 
Board,  and  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, Bath 
to  arrange  a sampling  procedure  for  the  future  and  to  define 
and  accept  individual  resiDonsibilit ies,  A meeting  took  place 
on  the  12th,  October,  1962  and  the  follov^ing  agree: ;ent  was 
reached, 

(a)  Bacteriological  enarana tion  of  samples  of  water  taken 
both  by  the  Board  and  the  Constituent  Councils  to  be 
carried  out  at  the  Salisbury  Laboratories  for  the 
Devizes  Districts  and  at  the  Bath  Laboratories  for  the 
remaining  Districts,  Dr,  Mann  requested  that  samples 
should  be  delivered  to  the  Laboratories  not  later  than 
Thursday  in  oach  -week  unless  special  arrangem.ents  were 
made. 

(b)  The  Constituent  Councils  Medical  Officers  to  continue 

to  have  samples  taken  from  consur.jers*  taps  and  to  observe 
chlorine  residuals, 

(c)  The  Boa.rd’ s Officers  to  take  samples  at  the  sources  and 
also  from  consui  .ers  taps, 

(d)  The  arrangemicnts  for  chorr'ical  and  physical  examination 
of  v.ater  supplies  to  be  undertaken  by  the  Board’s 
Officers , 

(e)  Pull  interchange  of  laboratory  reports  on  all  samnles 
whether  taken  by  the  Board  or  the  Constituent  Councils, 

If  possible,  the  Laboratories  to  send  copies  of  reports 
direct  to  both  Board  and  Medical  Officer  of  the  District 
concerned, 

(f)  The  Medical  Officers  agreed  to  co-operate  in  the 
examination  of  new  oroployees  both  for  superannuation 
purposes  and  for  fitness  to  be  employed  in  waterworks, 

(g;)  The  xoosition  of  employees  who  had  been  transferred  from 
the  Constituent  Councils  was  carefully  considered  and 
it  was  decided  to  recommend  to  the  Board  that  th'.^ 
radical  history  of  all  transferred  employees  be  reviewed.

Once  ag>:in  it  is  satisfying  to  report 
that  Tuberculosis  '..as  not  found  in  any  Bovine  Carcases, 
although  soiiierhat  disturbing  to  find  incidence  of  tho 
disecse  in  pigs.  Whether  this  trend  uill  continue  is  a 
factor  Vshich  requires  careful  examination  although  no 
national  figures  are  to  hand  at  the  present  time. 

Of  increasing  importance  is  the  question  of 
dealing  with  sub  standard  houses  and  uetails  of  the  work 
done  in  this  field  are  to  be  found  in  the  main  body  of  the 
report. 


In  the;  sphere  of  health  education,  talks  have 
been  given  to  the  senior  forms  of  soiue  schools  within  the 
Borough  and  at  the  request  of  the  County  Medical  Officer, 
C'-nteen  Staffs  have  been  given  lectures  on  Hygiene  in 
relation  to  the  preparation  of  food. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  accord  my  thanks 
to  the  members  of  the  staff  of  tht;  Public  Health  Bept., 
the  Public  Health  Committee,  Dr,  Broomhead  and  Mr.  Cowley 
for  the  support  given  during  the  year.

Board  constituted  under  an  Order  which  came  into  operation 
on  the  17th,  April,  1962,  The  Order  provided  for  the 
Appointed  Day  on  the  1st,  May,  1962  and  for  the  "Day  of 
Transfer"  on  the  1st,  October,  1962, 


Regular  sampling  of  "consum-er  water"  as  distinct  from 
raw  water,  is  regularly  carried  out  and  reported  upon  and 
tests  are  taken  from  time  to  tim.e  to  ascertain  the  residual 
chlorine  content. 


During  the  year  56  samsples  of  Chlorinated  mater  were 
submiitted  and  50  proved  to  be  satisfactory, 

SEYAHU>G£  AND  SSmOE  DISPOSAL , 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  developed  portion  of  the 
Borough  is  sewered  although  owing  to  difficulty  in  falls  and 
isolation  there  will  always  be  somje  houses  'which  have  to 
rely  on  Septic  Tanks  or  other  miCans, 


It  is  estiroated  that  the  percentage  of  all  inhabited 
houses  not  corinectsd  is  less  than  3%. 

The  drying  and.  disposal  of  sludge  still  presents  a 
costly  item  but  the  nev;  sludge  drying  beds  constructed  at 
a cost  of  £2,300  coupled  with  the  purchase  of  a Tractor  Po'wer 
Shovel  m-akes  this  problem  some\;hat  less  acute. 


Local  farmers  have  taken  the  s3.udge  during  the  year  and 
no  difficulty  is  experienced  durung  normal  weather  conditions, 
Y;ith  the  mech:nical  handling  equipm.ent  now  available,  it  is 
possible  tc  "stock  pile"  the  sludge  on  the  site  and  remove 
this  when  conditions  arc  favourable.
